SAFE-BLOWER'S SMART WORK 


Ingenious Operations of 
a 
Burglar 
Who Was After Wsalth of Berlin 
Monty Broksr. 


The confidence of German manufac­ 
turers of safes In the resistance of 
their works against ordinary safe-blow­ 
ing operations was rudely shaken not 
long ago by the feat of a single rob­ 
ber In Berlin, who operated in this 
fashion: 
In a hotel a room was secured which 
was situated immediately above the 
office of a money broker. 
At night a 
bole was pierced In the celling of this 
office. 
By the use of a drill and saw 
a circular piece of the flooring was 
easily raised. 
Beneath lay a thick 
layer of cement. 
A small orifice was 
made in this and an umbrella shoved 
down into the space below. The um­ 
brella was attached firmly from above, 
and when opened 
received 
without 
noise all the 
fragments of 
cement 
which were dislodged as the hole was 
enlarged so as to allow of tile easy 
passage of a person. 
By means of a 
rope ladder the descent was 
made 
readily Into the office below. The next 
steps of the thief’s work consisted In 
the bringing down of two cylinders of 
compressed oxygen and an acetylene 
generator charged with calcium car­ 
bide and water. 
With these he was 
able to produce a blowpipe flame of 
such Intensity that steel fuses in It 
like lead in an ordinary gas Jet 
It re­ 
quired only a brief space of time to 
melt away so much of the door that 
the contents of the safe were acces­ 
sible.

Tho first object o f their attack wa* 
the factery situation. 
The factories 
fee the meet fa rt dumped their rub­ 
bish anywhere that happened to he 
convenient and made ao attempt to 
keep their premise* In 
order. The 
weoieos movement soon brought a 
change. 
Manufacturer* quickly responded to 
their appeal. Rubbish wa* no longer 
dumped carelessly. Grass seed 
was 
sown. Flower bede were planted. Fac­ 
tory windows were adorned with pots 
of growing plants and many owners 
were induced to apply a ooat of well 
nigh forgotten paint. 
Owners of tenement bouses were 
appealed to, end they recognised th* 
commercial advantage of beautifying 
their premise*. 
A successful crusade 
was inaugurated against awning poles 
which reached to the etreet and tend­ 
ed to block traffic on the pavement, 
and agalnat overhead wires, which now 
have been forced underground. 
The oruaede 
for 
cleanliness 
and 
beauty had a peculiar physiological ef­ 
fect. The women’s crusade was hard­ 
ly completed when a crusade was be­ 
gun for a pure milk supply. 
Within 
ll months the dairy situation wae rev­ 
olutionized. 
The public bed become 
tneoulated with the fever of rleanli- 
ness and sanitation and a mere 
de­ 
scription of th* condition surround- 
in t the average American dairy was 
sufficient. 
Milk brought in by inter­ 
state traffic end from the upstate trade 
wae subjected to th* same rigid scru­ 
tiny that prevails in local dairies sod 
Louisville's milk supply has been Im­ 
measurably Improved. 
The leaven kept working 
Three 
times the voters had rejected a propo­ 
sition to issue city bonds for th* 
completion of the sewer system. 
The 
Issue Anally carried and $4.0(10,UUU wa* 
• pent upon a complete system 
The 
new filter plant was built at a cost of 
9d.OVu.000. 
A Kentucky, Indiana aud 
Ohio tri-state commission is now 
at 
work on plans to purify the water 
of the Ohio river before it reaches the 
Louisville filter plant. 
In the wake of the civic renaissance 
public attention was attracted to the 
river front. The subject of waterfront 
parks was broached, and though ihat 
dream has not yet been fully realized 
the river front is being constantly 
improved. 
The burden of these im­ 
provement* naturally fell most heavily 
upon the business men and property 
owners of the city. 
Yet none has 
troubled to calculate bow much th** 
campaign has affected business. They 
are all satisfied from a purely specu­ 
lative standpoint; they know that the 
•cleaned up’* city pays.
